Prof. Emeritus Swisher 
Funeral Services Held 


No Pictures 
.Will Be Taken 
After Saturday 


e FUNERAL SERVICES were held 
Friday afternoon at the Gawler 
Funeral Farlor for Dr. Chartos 
Clinton Swisher, distinguished edu- 
cator and professor emeritus of his- 
tory St the University. Dr. Swisher 
died Feb. 4. - 

Despite his advanced years he 
had been in good health until a 
few days ago. Death took plac^ in 
a nursing home at Takoma Park, 
Md., w;here he had been taken from 
his home at 1810 Kalorama Road,, 
when he fell ill. 

Attendad Fortran Unveiling 

Dr. Swisher wak able to attend 
cereuonlca -held at the Unlveraity 
in hla honor December 7. In ol^ 
aervaoce of hla ninetyrthlrd birth- 
day. On this occasion a portrait of 
him was unveiled in the reserve 
reading room of the library. The 
portrait, and the Swisher Memorial, 
consisting of more than 350 vol- 
umes in history, were presented to 
the University by members of the 
Swisher History Club, composed of 
his former students. 

Dr. Swisher taught history at 
the University from 1896 until 1927, 
and for niany years was one of the 
best known'and most colorful mem- 
bers of the fbculty. His lectures in 
Current History were attended not 
only.by University students, but by 
many townspeople. During the past 
fifty years he had known person- 
ally many great public personali- 
ties. He was a' fellow classmate at 
Yale of William Ifoward Taft, with 
whom he continued a wprm per- 
sonar friendship throughout Taft's 
lifetime. He had known every 
American president slnoe Btichanan. 
with the exception of Alwaham Lin- 


his massive head crowned With 
flowing white hair, Dr. Swisher 
wan a prominent figure about cam- 
pus. He was a picturesque- college 
teaser of the old Mhool, appearing 
always before hla classes qttired in 
A cutaway coat, 

Cooea Planter for Year* 

He had lived a full life, spending 
years in Mexico and South America 
as a coffee and cocoa planter, be- 
fore undertaking graduate study In 
history, resuming the study which 
he had begun at the 'University of 
Berlin in 1878^. He was appointed to 
thb faculty tM the Univef^si^y in 
1896, after r^elving the degree of 
Ph.D. from Cornell University. 

Born If) Muncy, Pa.. Dr. Swisher 
attended Bloomsburg Academy end 
then went to Yale University where 
he received his B.A. degree in 
1876. From 18^6 to 1879 he studied 
at Heidelberg and Paris. Returning 
to the United States he was gradu- 
ated in Law from Columbia Univer- 
sity in 18^. 

Inflweiieed by LeofoMe Ranke 

As an historian he was greatly 
Influenced bF Ikeopolde Ranke, the 
great German historian of the nine- 
teenth century, under whom he 
studied at the Unlveraity of Berlin. 
Hit special field of Interest was 
medieval history. 

Since his retirement from the fac- 
ulty in 1927, he had traveled ex- 
tensively, especialiy in North 
Africa. 

Dr. Swlshaf had never married. 
He la aurvived by a nephew, Harold 
Keata, of Eaat OranRt,. N. J.: and a 
nieee, Mrs. Louis G. Connor, of 
Wiahington, D. C

The labor session, traditionally 
one of rhe stormiest of the Congress 
year, promises to be no less so this 
time. Liberal-Democrats and Right- 
wing Progressives appointed to the 
committee are expected to ask for a 
bill drastically curtailing powers of 
the National Labor Relations Roard, 
while Farmec-Laborites and Left- 
wing Progressives will probably op- 
pose such a move, and ask. In- 
stead. the extension of pro-labor 
legislation.

He It 
a distinguished mathematician, 
astronomer and author of ’’Celestial 
Mechanics" (1902J, "Periodic Orbits" 
(1920). "New Methods in Exterior 
Ballistics” (1926). He was a con- 
tributor and editor of "The World 
and Man” (1927). besides contribut- 
ing to Journals of mathematics and 
astronomy. Dr. Moulton was also 
a trustee and director of the Chi- 
cago World's Fair In 19M. 

After leaving the University of 
Chicago he became the Permanent 
Secretary of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
with his headquarters in Washing- 
ton. 

• He has been very active In the 
Society for Visual Education and 
has done much to promote the de- 
velopment of science subjects in 
pictures. In recent years he has 
arranged radio broadcasts of science 
which have had a wide Influence 
over the entire country. 

Dr. Ira Hansen, secretary of 
the University Chapter of Sigma XI 
says that Dr. Moulton Is an excel- 
lent. lecturer and a fine personality.

The first player In the southwest 
to pe accorded All-American rec- 
ognltlon, Botchey came to (he Uni- 
versity after six years of coaching 
with Baylor University, his alma 
mater. Now he Is going .-ack to 
the west and with him go the best 
wishes of all those who knew him 
•nd knew of him. 

Knute Rockne called Koch the 
greatest guard he ever saw. ac- 
cording to a recent story by Grant- 
land Rice, and Knute saw plenty of 
good guards in his lifetime. Al- 
though great In his own right a.s 
• player, Botchey never appeared 
to be conscious of the fact, llnas- 
sumlng and modest, he won the 
hearts of the lootball pla/ers and 
fans alike. 

Through this admiration and lik- 
ing of Botchey, In addlliod to his 
natural ability as a coach, ho was 
able, year after year, to produce a 
consistently good line for the Uni- 
versity. Uaal year was no ex<ep- 
tion. During the season hli men 
completely outplayed the famed 
Georgetown ’ line, and fought the 
line of Clem.son to a stand-still. It 
completely outclassed all other lines 
It met during the year, including 
Kansas, Bucknell and West. Vir- 
ginia. 

Genial., beloved Bolchey will be 
sorely mis.sed next season, but no 
one begrudges him hit new job. It 
is a step In the direction he has 
been wanting to take for a long 
time.
